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Introduction 


Most of the problems in America today can be traced to 
‘tho on-going battle between the principles of the Ameri: 
can and French revolutions. The American Revolution, 
‘was based largely upon principles of biblical morality, cap: 
‘talism, and individual responsibility. The watchwords of 
the Erench Revolution were “liberty, equality, fraterni- 
1," which at first sound quite commendable. However, 
by tiberty was meant license, a “do-your-own-thing” ma: 
rality rebelling against authority. By equality was not 
‘meant equal opportunity, but rather a leveling of the 
‘masses under “philosopher-kings,” an elite (ineludinged- 
‘ucational) who through social engineering would shape a 
‘osialitic society. And by fraternity was not meant a broth- 
ethood based upon the Holy Bible, but rather a humanis- 
tic brotherhood based upon what all ethical systems have 
incommon. 

‘That humanistic education is “religious” proselytis 
ing of students in opposition to biblical beliefs is evident 
from a statement by John Dewey, co-author of the first 
Humanist Manifesto (1933) and honorary National Edu- 


lor Pewee 


cation Association (NEA) president (1932) in “Religion 
and Our Schools” (The Hibbert Journal, July 1908) 


Our schools ... are performing an infinit 

work. They are promoting the social unity out of which 
in the end genuine religious unity must grow... Reli 
sion ... associated with ... dogmatic beliefs... we see 
+ + disappearing, ... It is the part of man to labor 
persistently and patiently for the clarification and de- 
‘velopment of the positive creed of life... , and to work 
for the transformation of all practical instrumentali- 


ties of education till they are in harmony with these 
ideas, 


‘The non-dogmatic “positive creed of life” which Dewey 
would come to call a “common faith” was like the hu- 
‘manistic brotherhood (and sisterhood) of the French Rev- 
olution, And the NE has been perhaps the organization 
most responsible for furthering the principles of the 
French Revolution in the United States in this century. 
‘The following chronology of this labor union during this 
time is not meant to be completo, but rather simply to 
identify important events, people, and quotations relat- 
ing to this powerful and politically ambitious organiza- 
tion, 


Chronology 


1906 
+ June 30: The National Education Association (NEA) be- 


comes federally chartered or incorporated (H.R. 10501, 
Public No, 398). The NEA had been founded in 1857, but 
until 1870 was called the National Teachers Association, 
1912 
«The NEA begins to promote the training of teachors in 
sex education and sex hygiene. 
1913 


«The NEA establishes the Commission on the Reorgani- 
zation of Secondary Education, which has a membership 
including several “young rebels” of the era. The commis- 
son will produce a report in 1918 containing seven card 
tal principles or objectives for the education of every 
American boy and girl, including “ethical character’ 


= The NEA issues Bulletin 41, which states: 


It isnot so important that the pupil know how the Pres- 


ident is elected or that he shall understand the duties 
of the health officer in his community. The time for- 
merly spent in the effort to understand the process of 
passing a law under the President's veto is now to be 
‘more preferably used in the observation of vocational 
resources of the community. The committee recom- 
mends that social studies in the high school shall in- 
‘dude community health, housing, homes, buman rights 
‘Versus property rights... the selfish conservatism of 
traditions and public utilities, 


1915 

+ The “Educational Trust,” known as the Cleveland Group 
(because its first meeting is in Cleveland), meets for the 
first time. Among the members of the group are: George 
Strayer, professor at Teachers College and NEA president 
1918-19; Elwood Cubberly, dean of Stanford University's 
School of Education; and leader of the “Educational 
‘Trust,” Charles Judd (colleague of John Dewey), who re- 
ceived his Ph.D. from Wilhelm Wundt in Leipzig in 1896, 

In David Tyack and Elisabeth Hansot's Managers of 
Virtue (1982), Judd is quoted as urging the Cleveland con- 
ference to attempt “the positive and aggressive task of .. 
detailed reorganization of the materials of instruction 
in schools of all grades..." Tyack and Hansot will also 
write: 


‘There were “placement barons,” usually professors of 
educational administration in universities such as 
‘Teachers College, Harvard, University of Chicago, or 
Stanford, who had an inside track in placing their grad- 
‘uates in important positions. One educator comment- 


‘edafter spending a weekend with Cubberly in Palo Alto 

that “Cubberly had an educational Tammany Hall that 

made the Strayer-Engelhardt Tammany Hall in New 

‘York look very weak.”. .. [And] one principal recalled 

“Strayer's Law” for dealing with disloyal subordinates 

is “Give ‘em the axe.” 
‘This is the beginning of a plan to use the “credentialing, 
process” to control education. 

1929 

+ October 19: The NEA presents John Dewey, “Father of 
Progressive Education,” with a “Life Membership,” As 
NEA Journal editor Joy Elmer Morgan says, itis... for 
the ideas which you have set afloat upon the sea of hus 
man thought...” (see NEA Journal, December 1929). 

‘This is the same year in which Dewey authors Indi- 
idualism, Old and New, in which he proclaims: “We are 
in for some kind of socialism, cal it by whatever name we 
please, and no matter what it will be called when it is 
rma the yar after Deva hasweton ao 
ing article about the Russian schools, having just returned 
from the Soviet Union. In the December 5, 1928, edition 
of The New Republic, Dowey described

tional ideas and practices under the fostering care of 

the Bolshevist somernment... the raguired collective 

and cooperative mentality. . . . The great task of the 

school isto counteract and transform those domestic 


‘and neighborhood tendencies the influence of home, 


‘and Church...

+Jobn Dewey is made honorary president of the NEA, 
and in 1933 will co-author the first Humanist Manifesto, 


In 1934 Dewey will author A Commion Faith, in which he 
proclaims:

tHanity has been committed to a separation of sheep 
‘and goats; the saved and the lost; the elect and the mass, 

‘Those outside the fold ofthe church and those who 
do not rely upon belief in the supernatural have been 
regarded as only potential brothers, still requiring adop- 
tion into the family.

+ December: NEA Journal editor Joy Elmer Morgan writes 
an editorial, “The United Peoples of the World,” in which 
he quotes Tennyson's “Locksley Hall” with its reference 
to ‘the parliament of man, the federation ofthe world." 
Inhis article, Morgan als explains a world 
ynment's need tional branch, a

«January: The NEA Journal publishes “The Teacher and 
World Government” by Joy Elmer Morgan (editor of the 
NEA Journal, 1921-55), in which he proclaims: 


In the struggle to establish an adequate world govern- 
ment, the teacher can do much to prepare the hearta 
and minds of children for global understanding and co- 
‘operation. ... At the very top ofall the agencies which 
will assure the coming of world government muststand 
the school, the teacher, and the organized profession, 


+ April: The NEA Journal prints “National Education in 
‘an International World” by I. L, Kandel of Teachers Col- 
lege, Columbia University, who comments: 


‘The establishment of the United Nations Education, 
‘Cultural and Scientific Organization [sic] marks t 
culmination of a movement for the ereation of an in- 
ternational agency for education which began with 
Comenius. ... Nations that become members of 
UNESCO accordingly assume an obligation to revise 
the textbooks used in their schools... . Each member 
nation, ift is to carry out the obligations of its mem- 
‘ership, has a duty to ne to it that nothing in its cur- 
riculum, courses of study, and textbooks is contrary to 
UNESCO's aims. 


‘The NEA played a significant role in UNESCO's found. 
ing (see NEA Today, February 1993). 


+ August: The NEA sponsors a World Conference of the 


‘Teaching Profession (representatives from twenty-eight 
nations are present), which drafts a Constitution for a 
World Organization of the Teaching Profession. 

‘The organization will hold its first regular meeting in 
‘August 1947 in Glasgow, Scotland, and will be “a mighty 
force in aiding UNESCO,” in the words of William Carr 
(associate secretary of the NEA’s Education Policies Com- 
mission), 


1947 
+ October: The NEA Journal includes “On the Waging of 
Peace” by NEA official William Carr, who states: 


As you teach about the United Nations, lay the ground 
for a stronger United Nations by developing in your 
students a sense of world community: The United Na- 
tions should be transformed into a limited world gov- 
ernment. The paychological foundations for wider loy- 
alties must be laid... Teach about the various pro- 
posals that have been made fo strengthening the Unit- 
ed Nations and the establishment of world law. Teach 
those attitudes which will erult ultimately in the ere- 
ation ofa world citizenship and world government... 
‘We cannot directly teach loyalty to a society that does 
not yet exist, but we ean and should teach those skills 
and attitudes which will help to create a society in which 
world citizenship is possible. 


In 1928, Carr had authored Edu Citizen- 
‘ship. Late in 1945 he was the deputy secretary for the 
founding conference of UNESCO in London. And the next 
‘year, he founded the World Confederation of Organiza- 


lions of the Teaching Profession, and acted as its secre- 

ory-general until 1970. This is during the same time he 
will be executive secretary of the NEA from 1952 to 1967. 
{Ue is also on the board of trustees of thie Institute of In- 
ternational Education. 


1948 
+Education for International Understanding in Ameri- 
‘Schools — Suggestions and Recommendations” ix 
duced by the NEA with partial funding by the Carn- 
Corporation, and contains the following statements: 


‘The idea has become established that the preservation 
of international peaco andarder may require that foree 
‘bo used to compel a nation to conduct its affairs within 
the framework of an established world system. The 
moat modern expression of this doctrine of collective 
security is in the United Nations Charter, ... Many 
persons believe that enduring peace cannot be achieved 
so long as the nation-state system continues as at 
present constituted. It isa system of international an- 
archy — a species of jungle warfare. Enduring peace 
‘cannot be attained until the nation-states surrender 
ton world organization the exercise of jurisdiction over 
those problems with which they have found themselves 
unable to deal singly in the past, 


1952 
«'The National Training Laboratories (NTL) becomes a 
part of the NEA. The NTL was founded in 1947 and spon- 


cored by the NEA's Division of Adult Education Service. 
{In 1968 the NTL will separate from the NEA and become 


‘an independent organization, and it will later be called 


the NTL Institute for Applied Behavioral Science (1986). 


1956 
+ November 23: Former teacher, communist, and organiz~ 


erof the New York Teachers’ Union, Dr. Bella Dod, states 


in an interview in the Los Angeles Tidings: 


‘The Communists in the Teachers’ Union were for pro- 
‘gressive education. We were its most vocal and enthu- 
siastic supporters, I wondered at the time why the peo- 
pleat Columbia (University) were interested in a small 
union like ours. Then I learned that the function of 
the Communist Party was to be the lead donkey pull- 
ing the drift of American life to the left. Most of the 
Programs we advocated, the National Education Asso- 
lation followed the next year or so. They were follow- 
ing the Columbia group too. 


1961 

‘August 1: Congressman John Ashbrook enters “|nter- 
national Control of Our Schools” into the Congressional 
Record. Ho is concerned about the federal education bu- 
Feaucrats' document “A Federal Education Agency for the 
Future,” which states that the next decade will bring cloo- 
cr relationships with organizations such as UNESCO. He 
then quotes from a speech by Cardinal James Francis 
Melntyro, Archbishop of Los Angeles, concerning 
UNESCO's resolution on “Discrimination in Education,” 
in which the Archbishop states: 


Widespread apprehension that Federal aid to educa- 
ton will socialize American education is confirmed by 


— 


the philosophy of this UNESCO resolution passed in 
Paris in December 1960, and now to be submitted to 
the Senate... This resolution would substantially elim- 
inate all local control of public education at State or 
Jocal level. It would place the direction and regulation 
of all American education under Federal control —con- 
trol by the US. Department of Education and the Na 
tional Education Association. The resolution would 
‘override this Federal control and make it subsidiary to 
UNESCO as a world court and final international ar- 
biter of education. ... The policy of the NEA and the 
US. Department of Education, both of which are asso- 
lated and affiliated with UNESCO, has advocated and 
sponsored principles in the current legislation for Fed- 
‘eral aid to education in the United States that are dis- 
honest and discriminatory. Would it, therefore, not be 
reasonable to suppose that their competency would be 
similarly slanted when they would be deciding the cir- 
‘cumstances that would entitle non-UNESCO education 
to recognition? . 


«The NEA's Commission on Professional Rights and Re- 


ponsibilities lists among its purposes to “gather infor- 
nation about ous indivic who crit 


e or oppose education, and make resumés of their ac- 
ies.” 


“In the annual report of the NEA's National Commi 
ion for the Defence of Democracy Through Education, 
ne reads: 


About one thousand requests for information concern: 
ing individuals or groups thought to be eausing trou- 


ble for the schools or the profession were received dur- 
ing the year. Several new fact sheets and information 
bulletins concerning erties of education were prepared. 
‘The Commission has, probably, the most complete files 
of their kind of critics of education. [See Tulsa World 
editorial March 27, 1962.) 


1962 


Training is published by 
the National Training Laboratories (of the NEA), and in 
this book the editors write that human relations or sensi 
tivity training “fits into a contest of institutional influ 
ence procedures which includes coercive persuasion in the 
{orm of thought reform or brainwashing. ...” The book 
also includes information about “change-agent skills” and 

“unfreezing, changing, and refreezing” attitudes. And in 
David Jenkins’ essay in the book, he explains that the 
Inboratories conducted by the NTL have recently mov 
from an emphasis on skill training to “sensitivity train 
ing,” and he declares that “the trainer has no alternative 
but to manipulate; his job is to plan and produce behav 
1 in order to create changes in other people.” The man- 
‘ual also states regarding children that although “we ap- 
pear to behave appropriately . .. this appearance is de- 
ceptive. . . . [We are) ‘pseudo-healthy” persons who can 
benefit from sensitivity training.” 


+ April 26: The Tulsa Tribune, after learning that the NEA 
had a file on its editor under “critics of education,” prints 
an editorial asking: “What is the funetion of the National 
Education Association — to improve the education of 


Avnerica’s children or to stifle eriticism of present educa- 
‘ional methods?” 


October: The Chicago Sun-Times publishes an editorial 
ting: 


That the National Edveation Assocation... advocat-

Rogers was taught by William H. Kilpatrick at Teach- 
‘era College where he received his Ph.D. in 1931. As a 
prychologis, he originated client-centered paychothes- 
‘apy and helped found (with Abraham Maslow, Rollo 
‘May, [ra Progoff, and others) the Association for Hu- 
‘munistic Paychology in 1962, 


+ October: The NEA Journal publishes “Helping Children 
to Clarify Values” by Louis E. Raths, Merrill Harmin, and 
Sidney B. Simon, in which the authors declare: 


‘The old approach seems to be to persuade the child to 
adopt the “right” values rather than to help him devel- 
op a valuing process. . . . Clarifying is an honest at- 
tempt to help a student look at his life and to encour- 
‘age him to think about it in an atmosphere in which 
positive acceptance exists. .. ..The teacher must work 
to climinate his own tendencies to moralize, 


«November: The NEA Journal publishes “The ‘New’ So- 
cial Studies,” in which one reads: 


Probably the most obvious change occurring in the so- 
cial studies curriculum is a breaking away from the 
traditional dominance of history, geography, and civ- 
fea, Materials from the behavioral sciences... xocilo- 
‘83, social psychology... are being incorporated into 
both elementary and secondary achoo! prograins, 


+ December: NEA executive secretary Sam Lambert in tho 
NEA Journal comments: 


NEA will become a political power second to no other 
special interest group. . . . NEA will have more and

1969 

+ January: Today's Education (published by the NEA) con- 
tains an article, “Forecast for the '70s,” by Harold and 
June Shane. Their article is a digest of many articles, 
within which one finds the following comments: 


‘Ten years hence it should be more accurate to term 
‘him [the teacher] a “learning clinician.” This title is 
intended to convey the idea that schools are becoming 
“clinics” whose purpose is to provide individualized. 
‘psychosocial “treatment” for the student, thus jncreas-

Concluding Comments 


With public education having greatly deteriorated from 
what it was thirty-five years ago, the American people 
‘have noted that the precipitous decline occurred simulta- 
neously with the NEA’s rise in political power along with 
its never ending demand for more money to be spent on 
education, Parents and others have called for more ac- 
countability in education along with a return to the aca- 
‘demic basics. Unfortunately, educational leaders usually

Affective Behavior

For some time, the National Education Association (NEA) 
has been interested in assessing students’ affective be- 
havior (feelings, values, beliefs, ete.). Until 1971 the As- 
sociation for Supervision and Curriculum Development 
(ASCD) was a division of the NEA, and in the ASCD's 
1962 yearbook (Perceiving, Behaving, Becoming), one 
reads: 


‘Wo need to de-emphasize tradition and the past... .Ed- 
‘ucators can no longer deplore and resist change, Too 


‘mistakes, out of which may come originality, creativi- 
ty, and genius, are suppressed in favor of nentness, 


‘Then, in 1969, the ASCD, NEA published Improving Ed- 


cational Assessment & An Inventory of Measures of Af- 
fective Behavior, which was the result of an ASCD Coun- 
cil established in May 1965, 


in response to concer shout the plans ofthe Explor 
atory Committee on Assessing the Progress of Educa- 
tion (forerunner of the National Assessment of Buca- 
tional Progress, NAEP) operating under a grant from 
the Carnegie Corporation to design a national assess- 
ment of the educational attainments ofthe American 
people. 


In this volume, behavioral psychologist Ralph Tyler 
(former president of the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching) describes what he considers a

‘The last half of the book contains an inventory of mea- 
sures of affective behavior. There are numerous entri 
including the Pennsylvania Assessment of Creative Ten- 
dency which measures such things as “flexible thinking” 
and “willingness to take risks.” The Interpersonal Ori- 
‘entation Seale assesses “preference levels for manipula- 
tive techniques including coercing, evaluating, masking, 
‘coaxing, and postponing. It has been used with school 
counselors, teachers, and administrators.” The Pennsyl- 
vania Citizenship Assessment Instrument questions fifth- 
grade students “about their behavior as well as their be- 
lief." In the Piers-Harris SelfConcept Seale, students 
respond “yes” or “no” to statements such as, “My elass- 
mates make fun of me,” and “I cry easily.” And, In the 
Way It Looks to Me (The Ohio State University Delin 
quency Project's Self-Concept Instrument), students re- 
‘spond to questions such as, “Doyou think that things are 
pretty well stacked against you?” and “Will you probably 


be taken to juvenile court sometime?” 

If one thinks there are only university projects in as- 
sessing students’ behavior, the inventory also lists a fed- 
eral program in Oklahoma City called Children’s Self 
‘Concept Scale in which students respond to declarative 
statements such as, “If could, I would hurt my friends.”
